Pacific commander deciares: 
U.S. not on 'skids'

Adm iral N oel A. M. G ayler, 
Commander-in-Chief of the Pacific, 
visited Vandenberg Air Force Base 
Wednesday to get an update on the space 
and missile programs. He said he was 
“greatly impressed” by what he saw. 
‘‘The Strategic Air Command and 
space missions here are essential,” he 
said, “and the Base is doing a great job.” 
Admiral Gayler held a brief press con­ 
ference at the Officers Club on base 
following the briefing on operations and 
a helicopter tour of the facilities. 
Last night, Admiral Gayler addressed 
a group of community leaders from 
throughout the county at the Santa Maria 
Club in Santa Maria where he outlined 
the situation as he sees it in the Pacific. 
He said the U.S. military strength in 
the Pacific is 125,000 Navy, 49,000 Air 
Force, 51,000 Army and 61,000 Marines 
for a total of “a little over 286,000 in this 
whole vast area. It’s not really very 
much,” he commented. 
“Our principal military concerns,” he 
said, “are to be able to maintain our sea 
and air presence, achieve if we must 
local air superiority and presence and 
deterrence against war at every level.” 
He added that he fe e ls U .S. 


capabilities are “adequate” so far as 
nuclear war potential is concerned, and 
said: 
“On the conventional level, which is by 
far the most important, we must be in a 
position to prevent outside interference 
with the contact between nations and 
against ground action and adventurism 
such as is possible in Korea, but I think 
unlikely, so long as we are there.” 
Although he is a naval officer, Admiral 
Gayler’s responsibility covers all of the 
armed forces in the Pacific, and he gave 
this evaluation: 
“The Navy is at full strain and has 
been for some years. The many areas to 
patrol, the tempo of operations, the 
necessity for continuous drill, training 
and tactical work means that men, ships 
and aircraft have been worked pretty 
hard and are still being worked hard. My 
greatest concerns are our capability for 
antisubmarine warfare, for ocean sur­ 
veillance, to provide tactical air and sea 
control and sealift. 
“I have only one major problem with 
the Air Force in the Pacific: there isn’t 
enough of it. And I am deeply concerned 
that we are deploying so much back to 
the United States. 
“For the Army and the Marines, if I 
can lump them together, my concerns 
Assassins of U.S.

ambassador held 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — The Palestine Liberation Organization announced to­ 
day it had arrested the killers of U.S. Ambassador Francis Meloy Jr., his economic 
counselor and Lebanese chauffeur. Western embassies began organizing evacuation 
convoys to help foreigners flee war-torn Beirut. 
The British embassy said it was organizing a large-scale convoy that will leave Fri­ 
day for British personnel and all other Westerners who wished to join. But a 
spokesman stressed the evacuation had been “planned for some time” and had 
nothing to do with the Wednesday’s kidnap-slaying of Meloy, U.S. economic counselor 
Robert Waring and their chauffeur-body guard, Zuheir Moghrabi. 
Defense Department officials in Washington said they were making contingency 
plans for evacuation of U.S. citizens from Beirut and Secretary of State Henry Kia- 
singer said the United States will decide “in the next 36 hours” whether to carry out 
such an evacuation. 
In Washington, Press Secretary Ron Nessen said President Ford was told that 
“several persons” have been arrested in connection with the case. And he said Ford 
had summoned Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger, CIA Director George Bush 
ami other national security aides later in the day to discuss evacuation of the 1,100 to 
1,400 American citizens remaining in Lebanon. 
Asked if tile meeting participants would consider any U.S. military action, Nessen 
said, “There is no anticipation of any American military involvement in Lebanon at 
the present time.” 
Asked about the PLO announcement, Nessen said Ford has “received reports from 
various sources. We have reports that several persons have been detained.” 
Nessen said Ford was reviewing “all aspects” of the Lebanese situation. But he 
said the President already has ordered a review on increased protection for the 53 
American diplomats remaining in Beirut. 
Ford ordered a plane dispatched from Washington Thursday night to fly to 
Damascus, Syria, to return the bodies of the slain diplomats to the United States, 
Nessen said. He said the bodies were being taken by auto to Damascus because the 
fighting in Lebanon had shut Beirut’s airport. 
In testimony before the House International Relations Committee, Kissinger ap- 
sared to rule out the possibility the United States might intervene militarily in 
ebanon as it did in the 1958 crisis with a full scale Marine landing. 
“If U.S. personnel are used,” Kissinger said, “it will be a very short operation. We 
will of course consult with Congress.” 
The assassinations nevertheless escalated tension among the 1,800 Americans still 
in Beirut. 
A PLO communique said that “the culprits who committed this ugly crime have 
been arrested by our forces” who were questioning them. It said they would be held 
in custody and turned over to the joint Arab League peace-keeping observer force due 
in Beirut soon to monitor a ceasefire. 
___ 
Leftist sources said five men were in PLO custody and two of them were rumored 
to be members of the Arab Communist Organization, a radical leftist Lebanese group 
responsible for attacks on American firms, including a spectacular robbery-hostage 
drama at the Beirut branch of the Bank of America in 1973. 
The world service of the British Broadcasting Corp. broadcast hourly appeals to all 
Westerners to report to their embassies to sign up for evacuation. 
A U.S. Embassy spokesman said the United States was “aware of the British plans 
and is keeping in close touch with them.” 
A number of embassies, including the Canadian and Australian Missions, closed 
down long ago. The French sent a large convoy to Damascus Tuesday and were plan­ 
ning to send two more before the end of the month. 


are that they continue to be properly 
based with a considerable component 
forward and that they be supported in 
such a way that they can be ready in both 
the strategic and tactical sense. As for 
the size of the forces, I observe only that 
in the theater where middle-size 
countries like Korea have 20 divisions 
disposed on each side, the total of our 
ground forces in the Pacific is two and 
two thirds divisions. Not very much.” 
He called the Pacific forces “as good 
as any we have ever had” and noted that 
the all-volunteer nature has been paying 
“great benefits in morale, capability and 
in long-term cost avoidance although, 
admittedly, the front-end costs are 
high.” 
He cited the importance of U.S. bases 
in Japan and the Philippines, noting “we 
could be severely handicapped” without 
them. 
He called for re-establishment of 
American unity, “ ending the an­ 
tagonistic relationship which sometimes 
exists ... between the Congress and the 
Executive Branch; between the military 
and the press; and among patriotic 
Americans.” 
He concluded, “ We have our 
vulnerabilities and we need to pull 
ourselves together. But I do not for one 
minute believe that America is on the 
skids. We have reserves of strength and 
of will that have yet to be tapped and we 
have a place — a key place, a unique 
place — in the development of the world 
toward what it ought to be.”

The Board of Supervisors voted to 
restore $78,000 in ambulance subsidies in 
the coming fiscal year in an effort to 
keep the emergency vehicles running 
when present contracts with three firms 
expire June 1. 
The subsidies are an increase over the 
$70,608 in the current budget and repre­ 
sent a turn-around by the supervisors 
who earlier had voted to discontinue sub­ 
sidies. 
Special Services Director Frank 
Gambetta said he is prepared to con­ 
clude a contract with Joe Futa to assure 
ambulance service for Santa Ynez 
Valley. Futa is purchasing an ambulance 
from Santa Barbara Ambulance Co. and 
will take over the valley service on July 
1. Futa, however, has requested a $2,500 
monthly subsidy. 
Gambetta also said he expectes to 
renew an agreement with Lompoc Ab- 
mulance Co. for a $2,000 monthly sub­ 
sidy. Two firms are bidding for subsidy 
supported contracts for Santa Maria, 
Gambetta said. 
In South Coast areas, Santa Barbara 
Ambulance will continue to operate if a 
new contract is agreed upon. 
In a related development, Santa Ynez 
Valley Community Hospital Emergency 
Room will continue to operate whether 
the ambulance service agreement is 
reached or not, a hospital spokesman 
said. 
H ospital 
A dm inistrator Betty 
Jamieson said reports that the service 
would discontinue were untrue. In fact, 
she said, a new contract is being 
negotiated with physicians in the Valley 
to cover emergency services which could 
be increased regardless bi the outcome 
of ambulance negotiations.

Police today were sorting out the tangled details of a truck 
hijacking and kidnaping that began at gunpoint in Lompoc 
two days ago and wound up hi Los Angeles with the arrest of 
a suspect and the recovery of $30,000 worth of cigarettes and 
candy. The driver of the truck was reported safe. 
James Henry Jr., 25, of Los Angeles, an escapee from a 
prison workcamp in Riverside County, was arrested on a Los 
Angeles RTO bus which he had flagged down in an effort to 
elude police. Scores of police surrounded the bus after a 
chase that veteran detectives said was “right out of 
television.” 
Henry was returned to Lompoc yesterday, where he was 
jailed without bail while awaiting arraignment on charges of 
armed robbery, kidnaping and grand theft. Det. Sgt. James 
Westgate said “further arrests are expected.” 


The bizarre series of crimes began Tuesday at about 10:30 
a.m., but it was not known positively that the multipronged 
crime began in Lompoc until 5 a.m. Wednesday. Lompoc 
detectives left immediately for Los Angeles to take the 
suspect into custody. 


Westgate and other sources pieced together this story: 
Calvin Fry, 30, of Carpinteria, an employe of Glasser Bros., 
Distributing Co., delivered some candy to Lompoc Theater 
at 112 North H St., and returned to his two-ton delivery truck 
which was parked in an alley between a small snack shop, 
Hamburger Haven, and a Mobil service station. 
The day was Tuesday, the time, 10:30 a.m. There was the 
usual traffic on the street. A few pedestrians walked along 


the street or crossed at a crosswalk that came within a few 
feet of the Glasser Bros, truck. 
Fry jumped into the driver’s seat, inserted the key into 
the truck’s ignition — that’s when it happened. A young man 
slid into the seat beside him, pulled a gun and ordered Fry to 
lie down on the floorboards. Another suspect joined the first, 
and the two bound and gagged Fry with tape. 
Details of the two-hour plus trip to south central Los 
Angeles were not immediately clear. 
Westgate said it seems apparent that the suspect and his 
accomplices had trailed the Glasser truck to Lompoc. “It 
was a well-executed, well-planned hijack,” he said. Henry 
was believed doing time for armed robbery and hijacking. 
Los Angeles County sheriff’s deputies spotted two men un­ 
loading cigarettes from the truck into the garage of a single 
family home. A chase began, with the deputies trying to 
maneuver their patrol car around the lumbering truck. One 
(rf the two suspects jumped from the truck and disappeared. 
The second suspect continued his efforts to drive the truck to 
safety. Fry, meanwhile, was still bound and gagged on the 
floorboards. 
Finally, the truck slammed into a tree ami the lone suspect 
escaped on foot. Deputies, assisted by other law enforce­ 
ment personnel, took up the chase, across back fences and 
yards until the suspect commandeered a large bottled water 
truck. While all this was going on, police had pulled Fry, un­ 
hurt, out of the wrecked Glasser truck and other police 
agents were converging on the area. 
The bottled water truck finally crashed, spilling the bottles 
over the street, and the suspect fled on foot. A few minutes 
later, police surrounded the RTD bus and arrested Henry. 
Planners' down-zone action mixed

The Santa Barbara County Planning 
Commission yesterday voted to down- 
zone hundreds of acres in the southwest 
quadrant of land in the Buellton-Santa 
Ynez area, but dropped another quadrant 
from rezoning consideration, and post­ 
poned action on hundreds of other 
parcels. 
The action consumed most of the day 
at a public hearing in Solvang. On hand 
were an estimated IOO persons, including 
a sprinkling of attorneys, representing 
various land owners. Further delibera­ 
tion will resume on July 14. 
The mood and temper of the hearing 
were vastly different from those of a 
B 
blic hearing in May when the public 
d its first chance to testify on the com­ 
mission's proposal to downzone literally 
thousands of acres of land. In general 
terms, downzoning is illustrated by 
rezoning property to permit fewer 
parcels than are presently permitted. 
TIm aim of the commission has been to 
reduce density, and to preserve 
agriculture from the encroachments of 
urban growth. Only incidentally the aim 
includes the secondary goal of reducing 
the drain on water and other utilities and 
holding down the cost of government ser­ 
vices. 
Those aims and the wishes of many 
landowners have been in sharp conflict. 
Agriculturists on the other hand have 
welcomed the rezoning as a means of 
preserving agriculture and limiting traf­ 
fic. 
It was that mix of feelings and interests 
that met headon in May. Yesterday, the 
opposition of many landowners was still 
apparent, but the poignancy of the con­ 
flicts were muted for the most part. 
One exception may be the opposition of 
Alisal Ranch to IOO acre zoning — zoning 
that would in effect permit only one 
home per IOO acres. Atty. Arthur 
Henzell, representing the sprawling 
ranch and resort property, said the 100- 
acre zoning would bar any recreational 


development around a lake which had 
already been constructed. 
Another attorney, representing a 
meditation organization, opposed 100- 
acre zoning for his client’s 160-acre 
property because he said it would 
hamper the creation of an academy for 
their purposes 
The commissioners, their clothes if not 
their spirits dampened by temperatures 
in the high eighties, finally agreed with 
Boyd Bettencourt, commissioner from 
the Santa Ynez area, that quadrants 
three and four should be reserved for 
consideration on July 14 and the balance 


at a meeting a few days later^ 
Bettencourt also moved to hold the 
July 14 meeting in the county's ad­ 
ministration building in Santa Barbara, 
where the staff facilities and other fac­ 
tors, he said were more conducive to 
reasoned consideration 


Earlier, Bettencourt won a split vote 
decision to hold all the rezoning 
proposals and decisions, if and when they 
are made, and send them forward to the 
Board of Supervisors in one package.

South Africa fury erupts 


JOHANNESBURG, 
South Africa 
(UPI) — Thousands of black rioters 
fought police, burned public buildings, 
set automobiles ablaze and looted stores 
today in the township of Soweto in a se­ 
cond day of fury against the government. 
One official said the crowds of blacks 
appeared “out of control” and had 
already set fire to most of the black 
township’s public buildings. 
The death toll rose to 28, including four 
whites, and at least 250 persons were in­ 
jured, 69 of them with bullet wounds, ac­ 
cording to police. A total of 250 persons 
were injured and 130 arrested. 
Police Wednesday opened fire on 
s c h o o lc h ild r e n protesting the 
government’s 
regulation making 
Afrikaans 
a 
mandatory language in schools. Blacks 
regard Afrikaans as a symbol of white 
oppression 
Chief Gatsha Buthelezi, the political 
leader of the Zulu tribe, said the riots 
would not have “occurred if the prime 
minister (John Vorster) had listened to 
(tribal) homeland leaders at our 
meetings with him in 1974 and 1975. 
“But because what blacks want does 
not matter, they ignored us and thought, 
as usual, they would get away with 
it... the whole idea of children being shot 


will give an atrocious picture of South 
Africa,” Buthelezi said. 
The riots reduced Soweto, where 
700,000 persons live 15 miles southwest of 
Johannesburg, to a smoldering shambles 
with columns of smoke spiraling into the 
skies. 
Police reinforcements in armored cars 
and circling Air Force helicopters spray­ 
ing tear gas onto the mobs failed to quell 
the arson and looting, police said. But 
police repulsed an attack by rock-throw­ 
ing and knife-wielding demonstrators on 
Baragwanath hospital for blacks on the 
outskirts of Soweto.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Firemen searched for more 
bodies today in the ruins of a 
city block blasted and burned 
by gasoline from a damaged 
pipeline in an explosion and fire 
that killed at least two persons. 
Seventeen were burned, in­ 
cluding six hospitalized in 
c ritica l condition, a , F ire 
Department spokesman said. 
Three persons were missing. 
A street widening crew’s ex­ 
cavating machine accidentally 
ripped apart a buried Standard 
Oil pipeline, sending 16,000 
gallons of gasoline under 600 
pounds per square inch pres­ 
sure fountaining high above the 
street. 


It vaporized into a gasoline 
fog, and for about 90 seconds 
the 9500 block of Venice 
Boulevard in Palms was like 
the inside of an auto engine’s 
com bustion cham ber ju st 
before the spark plug fires. 
With a mighty whoosh, the 
cloud blossomed into a fireball, 
demolishing seven buildings 
and setting dozens of men and 
women afire. 


“ All of a sudden everything 
went foggy outside,” said 
drapery shop owner Cornelius 
Brown. “ Then there was the 
smell of gasoline." 
“ I got drenched from gasoli­ 
ne,” said surveyor Ray Gal­ 
lagher. “ I can taste it in my 
mouth. I knew it was gasoline, 
so I started to shout ‘Let’s get 
out of here ." 
He had just turned a corner 
when the gasoline exploded. 


“ I should have gone off like 
roman candle," he said. “ I’m 
damn lucky I wasn’t burned to 
death." 
Burning people writhed on 
the ground in agony, flames 
flickering about them, and 
others ran screaming in pain. 
More fire and explosions 
followed as gasoline spurted 
from the pipeline and ran into 
the street. 
“ Flames were like a river of 
fire in the gutter," a survivor 
said. 
Mark Sparks, 21, had stopped 
for a red light. The fireball 
engulfed the car in front of his. 
He ducked. Looking up, he saw 
two men run past. “ Their 
clothes were on fire. They were 
in pain and screaming." 
“ Flames were shooting 300 
feet in the air," said Joe Mos- 
seri, 51, who lives across the 
street. He rushed outside, grab­ 
bed a burning woman who ran 
out of Brown’s drapery shop, 
and sprayed her with his garden 
hose. 
Brown wrapped himself in 
draperies, dashed into the alley 
and threw himself beneath a 
water faucet. 
Jess Mendoza, plywood facto­ 
ry worker, broke into tears as 
he told how burning people ran 
past him screaming for help. 
An automatic alarm shut off 
the pipeline in two minutes. It 
took 25 companies of firemen 
more than an hour to bring the 
fire under control, leaving the 
block of ap artm en ts and 
businesses looking like a war 
ruin.

DETROIT (UPI) - One of 
the most bizarre murder in­ 
vestigations in recent times 
culminated in the arrests of two 
Filipino nurses on charges of 
killing five patients at the 
Veterans Administration Hospi­ 
tal in Ann Arbor. 
The two were charged with 
injecting a lethal drug into the 
patients’ intravenous tubes. 
The FB I W ednesday an­ 
nounced the arrests of Filipina 
B. Narciso, 30, Ypsilanti, and 
Leonora M. Perez, 31, a former 
Ann Arbor resident who now 
lives in Evanston, IU., and 
works at a VA hospital in 
Chicago. 
The arrests were disclosed 
shortly after a federal grand 
jury indicted the two women on 
five counts of *first degree 
murder, IO counts of poisoning 
intravenous injections and one 
count of conspiracy to commit 
first degree murder. 
The FBI refused to discuss a 
possible motive for the series of 
murders. 
The women w ere to be 
arraigned today before U.S. 
m agistrates in Detroit and 
Chicago. 
The arrests capped a 10- 
month investigation into a baf­ 
fling se rie s of breathing 
failures at the Ann Arbor 
facility. 
During a period of several 
days last July and August, some 
23 patients stopped breathing 


for no apparent reason. Five of 
them died. Investigators later 
determined the victims were 
injected with Pavulon — a 
potentially lethal and fast- 
acting muscle relaxant com­ 
monly used during surgery. 


Both Miss Narciso and Mrs. 
Perez have been suspects in the 
case almost from the begin­ 
ning. Miss Narciso was im­ 
plicated the first night of the 
probe when a patient identified 
her as the nurse who injected 
something into his intravenous 
tube before he stopped brea­ 
thing. Mrs. Perez was later im­ 
plicated by testimony from a 
dying cancer patient. 


Thomas O’Brien, attorney for 
the two women, said the women 
would not plead guilty at their 
arraignment but said he had not 
worked out the specifics of 
their pleas. He said he an­ 
ticipated a jury trial. 


Little was known about the 
two registered nurses, other 
than that both are Philippine 
citizens and worked the 4 p.m. 
to midnight shift in the inten­ 
sive care unit at the Ann Arbor 
hospital last summer. 


FBI officials said the two 
nurses would be tried under 
federal law, since the hospital 
is a government facility. They 
face a maximum of life in 
prison if convicted of any one of 
the charges. 


United Press International 
Water sloshed over most of 
the nation’s storm-tossed Mid­ 
lands Wednesday — except on 
drought-withered crops. 
The meteorological irony was 
underscored in South Dakota, 
where Gov. Richard Kneip 
studied the need for twin dis­ 
aster declarations by the White 
House — one for floods, another 
for drought. 
To the south, Houston hospi­ 
tals turned away the ill, and 
Civil Defense officials and resi­ 
dents battled high waters left 
by nearly 13 inches of rain. 
The three-day round of tor­ 
nadoes, thunderstorm s and 
flooding in the Midwest killed 
at least seven persons — three 
in Houston and one each in 
South Dakota, Minnesota, In­ 
diana and Michigan. 
In Houston, a city of bayous, 
Civil Defense officials called 
for volunteers to provide boats 
to evacuate some flooded areas 
and pumps to bail out homes 
and businesses. 
St. Luke’s Hospital turned 
down new patients and Metho­ 
dist Hospital restricted both ad­ 
missions and surgery. Most 
power was knocked out for 
three hours at Methodist Tues­ 
day night and water flooded 
medical supplies stored in the 
basement. 
Flooding also caused an es­ 
timated $2 million damage to 
Herman Hospital and “ catas­ 
trophic” losses of art objects in 
the city’s Contemporary Arts 


Museum. 
Three persons were killed in 
weather-related mishaps in 
Houston.

Cooking talents

Today’s column brings additional interesting recipes 
from the extensive files of Mrs. El Roy Janzen who 
has collected “best recipes” for many years from 
relatives and friends. Try these. 
Hot Mashed Potato Rolls 
This recipe was taken from the Nashville Banner 
(Tenn.) 30 years ago by Mrs. Janzen’ssister,Bonnie. It 
became a favorite with the entire family and friends 
with whom they shared it. 
I cup scalded milk 
I cup hot mashed potatoes 
I stick margarine or butter 
Mi cup sugar 
I Mi tsp. salt 
1 envelope yeast 
Vt cup lukewarm water 
2 large eggs, beaten 
5-6 cups flour 
Combine milk, potatoes, margarine, sugar and salt 
in a large mixing bowl. Set aside until it cools to 
lukewarm Dissolve the yeast in the Vfa cup lukewarm 
water and add the beaten eggs — add to the bowl with 
milk. etc. Mix well and add lto cups flour and mix 
thoroughly. Cover and let set in a warm place for I 
hour or until the top is covered with tiny bubbles. Add 
the remaining flour — this makes a fairly stiff dough. 
Turn onto a floured board and knead until smooth 
Return to a large, slightly greased bowl, cover and 
chill. About Ufc hours before ready to serve make into 
rolls of desired shape, cover and set in a warm place 
and let rise until double in bulk. Bake in a 425 
degree preheated oven for 15-20 minutes. 
When slightly brown rub top of rolls with butter for a 
crustier roll. 
This dough can be kept in the refrigerator for up to a 
week 
If you like whole wheat rolls, substitute 3 cups whole 
wheat flour for 3 cups of white flour. When mixing the 
rolls use the 1*A cups white flour at the beginning of 
the recipe. 
Two Weeks Cole Slaw 
This recipe came to Mrs. Janzen through a cousin, 
Mrs. Bush Taylor of Livingston, Tenn. whose mother, 
now 90, passed it on to her The slaw keeps well for two 
weeks if properly stored. Mrs. Taylor learned “the 
hard way” that that does not mean in a plastic con­ 
tainer. 
I very firm medium sized cabbage, shredded. 
I medium sized onion, finely chopped 
In a large bowl put the cabbage and onion in alter­ 
nate layers, starting and ending with cabbage. Over 
this mixture sprinkle 
cup sugar Do not stir. 
Bring to a boil: 
1 cup white vinegar 
cup salad oil 
2 tbsp sugar 


I tsp. salt 
I tbsp. dry mustard 
I tbsp, celery seed 
Pour mixture over the cabbage and oinion mixture 
and stir well. Store in the refrigerator for 4-6 hours 
Southern Pecan Pie 
Ruth Galloway, a Tennessee friend, gave Mrs. 
Janzen this recipe when both were living in Battle 
Creek, Mich., in 1948 
1 cup brown sugar 
Vi cup white Karo syrup 
2 eggs, slightly beaten 
1 tsp. vanilla 
Vt tsp. salt 
2 tbsp, warmed butter 
pecans 
Warm the butter. Mix the syrup, sugar, nuts, vanilla 
and salt. Add this mixture to the slightly beaten eggs 
and mix well. Pour into unbaked pie shell and bake in 
preheated oven at 375 degrees for 40-50 minutes.

Dip for Strawberries 
I cup sour cream 
grated rind Mi lemon 
m 
juice of Vfc lemon 
Vt cup sifted confectioner’s sugar 
Combine all ingredients in a bowl and beat with 
rotary or electric beater until light and fluffy. Place in 
a bowl on a platter and surround with strawberries, 
caps and stems still intact. 
Tatatouille 
This is a zucchini, eggplant, tomato casserole which 
provides a hearty dish which might be accompanied by 
hot baking powder biscuits and a light dessert. 
I medium sized eggplant 
3 zucchini 
3 firm tomatoes 
I large onion 
4-6 tbsp, olive oil 
3 cloves garlic 
vegetable salt to taste 
V■ tsp. oregano 
grated parmesan cheese 
Peel and cut both the eggplant and zucchini into I to 
inch cubes. Chop tomatoes coarsely; slice onion 
lengthwise and set aside. Pour the olive oil into a large 
skillet and when it is hot, saute the zucchini and 
eggplant until lightly browned. Remove from pan and 
lower heat before adding onions, tomatoes, garlic and 
oregano. Simmer until onions are limp. Place all in­ 
gredients in a casserole and sprinkle with parmesan. 
Cover and bake at 300 degrees for one hour.

Longtime eyesore being cleaned up

W ith the grounds and 
buildings piled high with litter 
and trash for more than the 
past year, one of the Buellton 
area’s biggest eyesores, the 
one-time El Reno motel com­ 
plex of cabins, restaurant and 
service station on the westerly 
service road paralleling U.S. 
Highway 101 north of Buellton, 
is being cleaned up. 


The job is being performed by 
a private contractor after the 
premises were cited by Capt. 
Jim Hunt, Santa Barbara 
County fire prevention officer 
as being in violation of the 
health and fire code. Hunt’s 
jurisdiction includes the central 
portion of the county and takes 
in the Santa Ynez-Lompoc 
Valleys areas. 


Action by Hunt came follow­ 
ing the lodging of numerous 
complaints to county officials 
by the Buellton Business Assn., 
and Buellton townspeople. 
Capt. Hunt said his office con­ 
tacted 
the 
atto rn eys 
representing the heirs of the 
late Mary Costabile as early as 
two months ago in an attempt 
to have the estate take care of 
the cleanup matter.

All of the empty buildings on 
the property have been posted 
with bold signs proclaiming 
“ Do Not Enter” ... “ Unsafe to 
Occupy” ... “ This House Has 
Been Inspected and Declared 
Unfit for Human Habitation.” 


The buildings on the oak, 
cactus covered grounds are a 
symbol of destruction. All of 
the windows have been 
smashed. All plumbing fixtures 
torn 
from 
the 
w a lls . 
Obscenities are scrawled 
across the interior walls. 


Before the cleanup started 
last Saturday, old washing 
machines, mattresses, broken 
pieces of furniture, bed springs, 
car bodies, mufflers, ironing 
boards, discarded clothing, and 
just plain junk were strewn on 
the ground and inside the 
cabins. 
Neighbors say the hippies 
took over a little more than a 
year ago and conditions grew 
worse ever since. 
But, it was not always so at 
the E l Reno. 
It was founded as one of the 
pioneer motel units in Califor­ 
nia during the depression era in 
the 1930s by Sue Tadinni, now of 
Santa Barbara, and her late 
husband, Frank (Tad) Tadinni. 
Although right off the 
highway, it enjoyed a tranquil 
setting among the giant oaks 
and below a hill usually dotted 
with the sight of grazing 
livestock. 
The late Mary and Frank 
Costabile assumed ownership 
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of the property in 1951. It soon 
gained renown 
for its 
hospitality and fine Italian style 
dinners. 
Describing the complex in 
1954. this writer commented: 
“ The grounds (E l Reno) have 
always been a showplace of 
beauty, with lawns and trees, a 
wishing well and a beautiful 
fountain in the center of the 
court. Celebrities from all parts 
of the west have stayed at the 
motel. 
“ The trees around the motel 
units and cafe have given Mrs. 
Costabile the idea of renaming 
the cafe ‘The Mistletoe Inn.’ 
She has been remodeling little 
by little and when completed, 
the finishing touch will be the 
new name.” 
During the ’50s and early ’60s, 
the cafe and motel prospered. 
But the pattern changed. Mrs. 
Costabile and her husband were 
divorced and Mary, as she was 
familiarly known to her host of 
friends in the valley, was beset 
by other problems. 
She entered into a long- 
running battle with the State 
Division of Highways and 
claimed she had never been 
adequately compensated for 
frontage property the state 
acquired when it improved 
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Highway 101. 
Failing health and successive 
defeats with her encounters 
with the state caused her to 
allow the continued downhill 
trend of the cafe and motel 
operation. She died a little 
more than a year ago. 
Capt. Hunt said the buildings 
will be boarded up following the 
cleanup. 
Lone vestige of the past still 
clearly discernible are a pair of 
signs — one a faded old neon 
model with the inscription “ E l 
Reno Cabins ... Apply at Of­ 
fice” and an old Coca Cola 
placard topped by the wording 
“ Home Cooking” and “ Italian 
Dishes” below. 


The boat which shared a star­ 
ing role with Wallace Beery and 
Marie Dressier in the hit 
movie, "Tugboat Annie,” made 
in 1934, will go the way of the 
match at about 7 a m. Friday in 
its resting place along Zaca 
Creek at the former animal 
park in Buellton.

HYANNIS, Mast. (UPI) - Four 
American Basketball Association teams 
were merged this morning into the 
National Basketball Association, some 
five years after the first talk of a merger 
between the two leagues. 


Joining the NBA in what Commis­ 
sioner Lawrence F. O'Brien called “ex­ 
pansion” rather than merger, are ABA 
teams from Denver, New York, San An­ 
tonio and Indiana. The players from the 
now defunct St. Louis-Utah and Ken­ 
tucky franchises will be put into a disper­ 
sal draft. 


Washington Bullets’ owner Abe Pollin, 
who chaired Brat merger talks Ave years 
ago, made the official announcement and 
revealed the ABA teams paid $3,200,000 
in cash each. “The $4.5 million figure 
that had been bandied about and talked 
about was not all cash," he said. “The 
$3,SN),OOO figure is cash." 


As part of the merger arrangement, 
the NBA stipulated that rosters of the 
four ABA teams be frozen as of May I, 
1976, and that the ABA would receive no 
share of television revenues for the next 
four years. Pollin also said the ABA 


teams would not have a vote in regard to 
the gate sharing for the next two years, 
nor would they be involved in the realign­ 
ment of the NBA divisions for next 
season. 
Pollin also said the New York Nets 
have agreed to pay an undisclosed in­ 
demnity to the New York Knicks for 
infringement on the Knicks’ territory. 
O'Brien added that the agreement 
between the two leagues is “of course 
subject to the approval of Judge Robert 
L. Carter." 


Carter was to hear the ABA’s suit 


charging the NBA with conspiracy. If no 
merger had taken place today, Carter 
was to set a trial date Friday in the 
Southern District court of New York. 


New York Knicks' President Michael 
Burke said the dispersal draft will be 
held “sometime in the next week." He 
added that players from the Kentucky 
and St. Louis-Utah teams will be put into 
the draft along with all other players 
from former ABA teams, such as San 
Diego and Baltimore. 


The four ABA teams joining the NBA 
will be included in the dispersal draft 


and the order of selection will allow the 
team with the lowest percentage picking 
first. The Chicago Bulls had the poorest 
record, thus giving them the No. I 
choice. Among the prizes available from 
the Colonels and Stars are Artis 
Gilmore, Ron Boone and Marvin Barnes. 
ABA Players’ Association Counsel 
Prentiss Yancey, who flew here late 
Wednesday night and met around the 
clock to resolve the merger issue, said 
all ABA players* contracts will be 
honored even if a player is not picked up 
in the dispersal draft. The money would 
be paid by the ABA owners.

NEW YORK (UPI) - The way 
everybody is getting so worked up about 
that awful Charlie Finley, calling him all 
kinds of terrible names and wailing over 
what an outrageous thing he did, you’d 
think for sure he committed some high 
crime.

Charlie Finley performed a public ser­ 
vice. For baseball fans everywhere, for 
his fellow owners, yes, even for all the 
ballplayers. He was the only one with 
guts enough to do it. 
They shouldn't give him a bad time for 
selling Joe Rudi and Rollie Fingers to 
the Red Sox and Vida Blue to the 
Yankees for $3 million. They should give 
him a medal. 
More than anybody else, Charlie 
Finley is demonstrating vividly baseball 
is doomed if it continues without some 
form of reserve clause. He’s proving it to 
the fans, the players, the owners, Peter 
Seitz and Marvin Miller.

Babashoff won silver medals in the 
100-and 200-meter freestyle events at the 
1972 Munich Olympics but thinks she is 
better prepared for the upcoming 
Montreal games.

But i f s becoming increasingly 
crowded for people like Wells, 45, of 
Downey. There are 15,000 registered 
competition dirt motorcycle riders in his 
area alone of Southern California.

Arizona handed Eastern Michigan its first defeat of the series, 11-9 Wednesday 
nltfit. Arizona State eliminated Maine with a 7-0 victory earlier Wednesday. 
Arizona scored a run in each of the first three innings while Eastern Michigan 
scored twice in the first and tied the game in the third on a homer by Ted Dasen 
A three-run homer by Les Pearsey in the fifth put Arizona back out ahead 6-3 but a 
two-run homer by Brian Petroff kept Eastern Michigan in contention and another run 
in the seventh inning tied the score Steve Powers led off Arizona’s eighth toning rally 
with a solo homer, followed by four singles and two passed bails. 
Bob Chaulk, who took over in the seventh inning, got his lith victory against two 
defeats Eastern Michigan used four pitchers, with Bud Yanus getting his third loss 
against five wins. 
In the first shutout of the series, Arizona State’s Tom Van Der Meer tossed a five- 
hitter while Hint tracked up 15 hits to eliminate Maine from competition 


ASU took a 2-0 lead in the first inning and added another run in the second, when 
Ken Landreaux grounded out, scoring Ken Phelps Landreaux’s RBI gave him an 
NCAA record for single season RBIs with 93.

Now, a report on the effects of motor­ 
cycles in the desert, published this 
month by California Geology, the 
magazine of the California Division of 
Mines and Geology, could be the final 
blow in shutting down the race forever. 
The Bureau of Land Management 
denied permit requests from Ute San 
Gabriel Motorcycle Club to sponsor the 
race in 1975 because of environmental 
considerations, said Wells, a spokesman 
for the quarter-century-old club. 
The BLM has before it another request 
to stage the race during the Thanksgiv­ 
ing Holiday, but the prospects of getting 
it approved are dim. 
The lengthy scientific study of the 
Mojave may mean that the “ninth an­ 
nual" running of America’s biggest 
motorcycle race will never occur 
It scores strong points against offroad 
motorcycle riders. The study notes that 
120 miles of the Barstow to Vegas course 
is run on alluvial fan strata that has built 
up over the centuries a fragile “desert 
pavement" — which covers uncon­ 
solidated soils several feet thick, 
providing the basis for desert plant and 
animal survival. 
“The desert pavement and the plants 
provide a protective cover over the soft, 
fine-grained materials underneath and 
they check erosion by wind and water,” 
the study said. “ Moderate to extreme 
destruction of this fragile protective 
cover is widespread and the cover no 
longer exists over 2,500 acres of the 
heavily used start, finish, and pit areas.” 
Soil compaction, denuded surfaces and 
the stripped protective desert pavement 
have “caused a significant increase in 
the potential for erosion.” 
San Gabriel cycle club member Dennis 
McLaughlin thinks the environmental 
concern is “pretty dumb. The first time 
it rains, the first time it blows, the 
tracks are gone,” he said. 
Not so, according to the geologists, 
initial vehicle impact resulted in sub­ 
stantial direct mechanical eroision of 


more than 600 tons of soil in one race,” 
the study said. “Wind erosion of fine­ 
grained materials exposed by motorcy­ 
cle use has followed shortly after each 
race-and will continue indefinitely." 
While a few stretches of the race 
course show rapid obliteration of tracks 
by natural processes, "the greatest part 
of the course by far...has readily visible 
tracks and materials left in a state 
highly susceptible to erosion." 
How long will these tracks and the 
erosional scars they cause last? 
Well, old trails that cross similar 
alluvial fan surfaces in Dc^th Valley are 
readily visible today despite lack of use 
over the past 60 years. Tracks more than 
a century old record wagon trails 
between Needles and the San Bernardino 
Mountains. 
Okay, say the riders. So there is ero­ 
sion in an otherwise empty desert, what 
does it matter? 
It’s a good question, says Kemp Conn, 
BLM supervisor responsible for making 
the final determination on the Barstow 
to Vegas race permit. Changes wrought 
in the desert by offroad vehicles must be 
weighed against their right to be there. 
Under the National Environmental 
Policy Act of 1969, offroad vehicle use of 
these lands is legitimate, “ but it’s got to 
be a mapped use." 
A $70,000 environmental impact study 
on the 1974 race determined that there 
would be some damage but, “it wasn’t 
that great" and the event was allowed. 
“But that was on a one-time race 
basis," Conn said. “We want to address 
the cumulative effect. 
“ We are working with the motorcycle 
clubs, trying to work out a comprehen­ 
sive ORV (offroad vehicle) manage­ 
ment plan. We want to work out a 
schedule for all of the races in the dis­ 
trict — we want to manage the events, 
not only when they will be, but where."

Even though the overall 
salmon picture has brightened 
up to the north over the last 
week, 
the 
c o m m e r c ia l 
fishermen are still complaining 
that the fish they are getting 
are just barely over the legal 
size. While the private angler 
would be satisfied with a six or 
seven pound silver, the com­ 
mercial man needs the larger 
fish to make a payload. 
The fishing picture out of 
Avila in regard to boat 
availability is good, with the 
current count of four party 
boats and two more ready for 
the coming of albacore season. 
Out of Santa Barbara’s Sea 
Landing, the only real action is 
calico bass. Most of the boats 
are running to Naples and Cam- 
by’s reefs and are returning 
with limits. The bass fishermen 
are hooking some small bonita. 
The bass are running as big as 
seven pounds and averaging 
about four. 
With the halibut runs over 
and salmon nowhere in sight, 
the only other action is 
rockfishing. But since most of 
the boats are taking off for the 
reefs for bass, the rockfishing 
suffers. 


Lopez Lake, which received 
another DFG stocking of trout, 
is still on the fair side for rain­ 
bows. The fish have recovered 
from their truck ride but are 
still wary of hitting bait or 
lures. 
The bass situation is a little 
better, with some large blacks 
hitting in the Lopez and Witten- 
burg arms of the lake. 
Margarita Lake reports that 
the bass fishing is worth the 
trip and also crappie and cat­ 
fish are showing up. 
Atascadero and Laguna lakes 
are being heavily fished and it 
shows. The trout fishing in 
these lakes is very quiet. 
For the fly fisherman, the 
lower Nacimiento River is 
productive as of late. 
To the south, Lake Cachuma 
reports a lot of bass action on 
plastic worms around the 
island. 
The bass are running about 
two pounds a fish and going as 
high as six. 
The trout fishing is also good 
if you fish deep enough. They 
are about 40 to 50 feet down in 
Cachuma Bay and the best bet 
is cheese. An 8^-pounder was 
hooked in this manner, and 
many anglers had limits. 
As the weather gets hotter, so 
does the catfishing. The biggest 
erne of the year was caught last 
week. The moister tipped the 
scales at 18* pounds and was 
caught near the log boom.

Park 
Department’s 15-year program 
of utilizing fish and game fines 
money for trout plants at Lake 
Cachuma will continue, but the 
County Fish and Game Ad­ 
visory Committee now will also 
carry out projects funded from 
fines money, the Board of 
Supervisors decided Wednes­ 
day. 
Tile supervisors approved the 
motion of Supervisor Robert E. 
Kallman by which the Park 
Department will have $10,600 in 
the coming year from fines 
money for trout plants, with the 
committee placed in position to 
set up conservation projects to 
tap $5,222 of the funds for 1976- 
’77 fiscal year. 
Parti Director Michael Pahos 
said $17,000 in addition to the 
$10,600 from fines money will 
be utilized for trout plants in 
the coming fiscal year. Of this, 
$12,000 will come from gate 
receipts at Lake Cachuma 
recreational area, and $5,000 
from Lake Cachuma conces­ 
sionaries’ contributions, he 
said. 
Stan Radam, of Santa Ynez 
Valley, representing the ad­ 
visory committee, said that 
worthy projects of the commit­ 
tee would be “wiped out” if the 
supervisors granted all Anes 
money to the Parti Department 
for trout plants in the coming 
year. These included conserva­ 
tion projects and a student con­ 
servation poster contest which 
was inaugurated this past year. 
Assistant County Counsel 
Dana Smith said he was still of 
the opinion the Park Depart­ 
ment was making legal use of 


fines money by using it for trout 
plants. 
Legality of using fines money 
for trout plants has been 
challenged by Radom in the 
past. 
Pahos declared the Park 
Commission has voted to use 
fines money for trout plants and 
is sticking with its decision. 
“To cut off trout plants would 
have an adverse affect on our 
g ate r e c e ip t s at Lake 
Cachuma,” contended Pahos. 
The policy set up by the board 
— under Kallman’s motion — is 
to allow the Park Department 
to utilize two-thirds of the fines 
money each year and the ad­ 
visory committee to get the 
benefit of a maximum of one- 
third. The committee’s projects 
must win approval of the 
supervisors before they are 


funded, however. 
Fine money collected through 
the justice and municipal 
courts in the past year is es­ 
timated at $7,580. However, 
Pahos explained that reserves 
and other revenues being 
carried forward puts the fund at 
$15,822 for this coming year.

On May 17, a representative 
of the Morro Bay Chess Cub 
came to Lompoc to participate 
in the simultaneous exhibition 
given by the IM John Grefe of 
Berkeley. I’m sorry I don’t 
remember his name. Before he 
left, he gave me a copy of a lit­ 
tle brochure telling about a 
giant outdoor chessboard which 
is constructed at the toot of 
Morro Bay Boulevard in that 
tiny coastal city. The story is 
too lenghty to tell here, but the 
chessboard measures 16 feet by 
16 feet with each square being 


two feet square. The chess 
pieces weigh from 18 to 30 
pounds each and it has been 
calculated that in an average 
game a player will lift more 
than 1,000 pounds. 
There is reportedly only one 
other such board in the United 
S ta te s and two in Sidney, 
Australia. 
Travelers going north can 
view the board, perhaps play a 
game and by making a small 
donation “ for the promotion of 
chess’’ can come away with a 
copy of the brochure, which is 
exquisitely printed on heavy 
pale yellow stock.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Mayor Daley's man in Washington 


WASHINGTON - Rep. John Fary, D- 
111., an aging, ailing veteran of Chicago 
politics, doesn’t make any bones about 
the fact that he’s Mayor Richard Daley’s 
man in Washington. 
The Chicago mayor resides in Fary’s 
congressional district, tells him how to 
vote and whom to hire. As Fary cheerful- 
ly acknow ledges, 
Daley asked him to 
serve out the unex­ 
pired term of the late 
Rep. John Khiczynski, 
D.-m. 
This would be of no 
great consequence to 
Americans at large, 
except that Fary has 
placed some of the 
mayor’s henchmen on 
the public payroll. 
They are paid to work 
for Congress, but they 
appear to be doing political chores for 
Mayor Daley. 
Gloria Johnson, for example, is 
carried on Fary’s congressional payroll 
at $13,000 a year. Yet she can be found, 
not in Fary’s office, but at Democratic 
Party headquarters in Chicago’s 13th 
ward. 
Mike Healy is also listed on the con­ 
gressman’s payroll as a $12,000-a-year 
aide. Yet he has seldom been seen in 
Fary’s office but works as an attorney in 
the private law office of a Chicago 
alderman. 
We traced another 18,000-a-year Fary 
aide, Raymond Anderzunas, to the 
Midway Funeral Home. Fary explained 
to our associate, Bob Owens, that the 
funeral director helps out by contacting 
“schools and clubs.” But the congres­ 
sman conceded: “We don’t kill him with 
work.” 
Poor Fary has been left with a skeleton 
staff of three to run his Washington of­ 
fice. They literally lead him through the 
underground maze that links the House 
office buildings with the Capitol building. 
He has found the route from his office to 
the House Public Works Committee par­ 
ticularly tortuous. 
The congressman, obviously not one of 
Capitol Hill’s brightest- lights, is 
strangely awed by the ability of his top 
aide, Tom Campbell, to get him “several 
write-ups in the Congressional Record.’’ 
Of course, any congressman can insert 
anything he wishes in the Congressional 
Record. 
Fary, unfortunately, is a sick man. He 
missed his first four months in 
Washington because of three major 


operations. But he says his doctors have 
now pronounced him fit to run for 
another term in November. 
The faltering Fary was once a brash, 
bouncy politico who was known in the 
Chicago wards as “Big John.” When 
Daley sent him to Congress, Fary 
presented toilet-shaped radios to House 
leaders. Accompanying each gift was a 
note explaining that the “Little John” 
came from “Big John Fary.” 
But Fary is most celebrated in Chicago 
for his 18-year battle to legalize bingo in 
Illinois. He commemorated his triumph 
by dropping his “Big John” moniker, at 
least temporarily, and calling himself 
“Mr. Bingo.” 
He also passed out 250 cases of “Bingo 
Bottles,” containing whisky and bearing 
a bingo board in the shape of Illinois. 
But Fary’s most endearing quality to 
party leaders is his staunch loyalty to 
them. On a flight to Chicago, for in­ 
stance, Fary spotted Sen. Adlai 
Stevenson, D.-Ill. The congressman im­ 
mediately proclaimed to traveling com­ 
panions that Stevenson would be “the 
next President” and tried to get an an­ 
nouncement made on the public address 
system that the senator was on board. 
Footnote: Stevenson said he had only a 
“vague” recollection of the incident. 
Fary denied that he has used his payroll 
for political purposes. Anderzunas, the 
funeral director, acknowledged that he is 
on Fary’s congressional payroll although 
he operates a funeral home. Gloria 
Johnson and Mike Healy did not return 
our calls. 
AGNEW’S PENANCE: Spiro Agnew, 
the deposed Vice President, tyas quietly 
tried to make his peace with two former 
associates who were alienated by his re­ 
cent attacks upon Jews in the media. 
William Satire, who wrote many of 


Agnew’s 1970 campaign speeches, 
responded sadly: “ Undertaking a 
crusade to persuade the American peo­ 
ple that they are being brainwashed and 
manipulated by a cabal of Jews who sit 
astride most of the channels of com­ 
munication, and thereby encouraging an 
irrational hatred of Jews — that makes 
you a bigot.” 
Agnew’s former press secretary, Vie 
Gold, agreed. Concluded Gold: “Agnew 
has simply sold out.” Gold referred to 
him “as a man who once held the trust of 
millions of Americans. Millions, that is, 
of shnooks like me.” 
After these responses appeared in Hie 
New York Times last month, Agnew 
telephoned both Satire and Gold. The 
former Vice President pleaded that he 
was not anti-Semitic, not a bigot. Both 
told him bluntly that he had been talking 
like one. 
SUN SHARES: Big corporations are 
seeking to take over ownership of the 
sun. The Center for Science in the Public 
Interest has discovered that patents for 
solar energy are being monopolized by 
such firms as General Motors, General 
Electric, Martin Marietta, Mobil Oil, 
Dupont, Boeing and United Aircraft. 
The Center found that of 47 solar 
heating patents assigned from 1965 to 
1975, two-thirds were obtained by giant 
companies. Between 1950 and 1975, big 
companies were assigned 25 or 28 solar 
electric power patents. Yet before 1943, 
the big firms had virtually no solar 
heating patents. 
The same pattern is developing with 
federal grant money. Both the Energy 
Research and Development Administra­ 
tion and the National Science Foundation 
have given more than 80 per cent of their 
solar grants to big firms. 


WASHINGTON - There will be 
endless debate over how Jimmy Carter 
did it. But all that matters after the last 
of the primaries is that he did it. Any 
backroom finagling to dislodge the man 
who has come through with 1118 commit­ 
ted delegates will make the nomination 
worthless. 
In the opinion of this 
observer, it was 
Carter’s very early 
start plus his organiz­ 
ing ability plus his 
stamina plus his ap­ 
peal on the tube that 
did it. 
More important 
than any of this is the 
fact that he was not 
merely a new face but 
also outside the old, 
t i r e d , 
f a m i l i a r 
Washington orbit. 
In the aftermath of Watergate each 
new evidence of corruption in the capital 
jlvas made to order for Carter. The 
Wayne Hays sex scandal is a perfect ex­ 
ample. Carter didn’t have to talk about 
it. The shoddy business was like a great 
blot on the sky over the Potomac. 
Add to this the dilatory way in which 
the House, in its cumbersome fashion, 
sought to purge Hays of his powerful 
committee chairmanships. Belatedly, 
Speaker Carl Albert, a feeble figurehead, 
announced his decision to retire, in an at­ 
mosphere in which the stench of the 
scandal continued to spread. 
As for the Republicans, the last of the 
primaries revealed nothing that was not 
clearly evident long before. Ronald 
Reagan swept California and President 
Ford took most of New Jersey and Ohio. 
But the Grand Old Party is left bruised if 
not broken by the bitter fight between 
the two men. The climax was Reagan’s 
refusal to say whether he would support 
Ford if he were the nominee. 
Carter, if his party really unites behind 
him, will be a formidable candidate. It is 
just possible that he can bring together 
the long disaffected South and the in­ 
dustrial North. The same qualities that 
won for him in the primaries will work in 
November. 


One 
shuck 
of his problems now will be to 
off those who flock around him 
saying they were for him all along. But 
with those cold blue eyes belying that in­ 
stant grin you can be sure he will handle 
that problem. 
What kind of President would Carter 
make? The answer to that is like the rid­ 
dle of the Sphinx. No judgment is possi­ 
ble until the man is in what Harry 
Truman called the impossible office of 
the presidency. 
Everything Carter has said on the long 
road of the primaries has been against 
the background of wicked old 
Washington. That was true noticeably in 
the five minutes of network time he 
bought Sunday night to utter pleasant 
platitudes that might have come out of a 
high school commencement address. So 
the mystery deepens. 
The only holdout in the immediate 
aftermath of the last primaries was 
California Gov. Edmund G. (Jerry) 
Brown Jr., who vowed to keep right on 
after every loose delegate until the 
nomination was his. This is the bravado 
of a 38-year-old who may be running for 
the presidency in 1980 or for vice presi­ 
dent on a Carter ticket. 
After a year and a half in the gover­ 
norship of the biggest state, Brown has 
only the vestige of a record of ac­ 
complishment. He is a brilliant role­ 
played as he demonstrated in his late 


entry in the primary sweepstakes. After 
a full term as governor, he may be ready 
for the presidency. 
This last is on the assumption that 
Ford can unite his own party and with 
the power of incumbency win a full four- 
year term. Any sensible bookmaker 
would, it seems to me, ask for long odds 
on that one. It cannot, however, be ruled 
out — particularly if the Democrats try 
some backroom funny business to 
sidetrack Carter. One must assume that 
they have better sense, though. 
One also can only lament that good 
men were brought low in the primaries. 
After a valiant effort in a succession of 
states, winning most notably a very close 
second in Michigan, Mo Udall had his 
come-uppance in Ohio. He had predicted 
another close second there. Instead he 
was blanked out almost completely by 
Carter. 
If this country has the capacity to 
learn from anything, it should learn the 
folly of a rat race of 30 primaries. It 
was Udall who made three successive at­ 
tempts at a law that would require 
regional primaries, thereby shortening 
the whole process by a month or a month 
and a half. 
It is useless to try anything now, but in 
the new Congress some such corrective 
measure should receive top priority. We 
cannot afford to take a full year for our 
presidential process while important 
decisions await the outcome.

Drought 


To a non-engineer it is fascinating to 
see the movement of various forces to 
meet the contingencies and the un­ 
knowns of last winter’s drought. 
Last month the state Department of 
Water Resources published a booklet 
devoted to water conservation. The 
department noted that the work had 
begun long before it was known that the 
winter of 1975-76 was going to be a dry 
one. For those who may have forgotten, 
Berry’s World 
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"Hey! That's a gem! 'Life is just a bowl 
repressed feelings and isolation’!" 
of 


the Lompoc and Santa Ynez Valley areas 
received only about two-thirds of their 
normal rainfall. 
The conservation booklet noted that 
the year was one of the driest on record. 
Now comes another, companion booklet, 
that pins down the “dry facts” : The 
winter of 1975-76 was the third driest 
year of record in most of the state and 
the driest year of the modern era. 
The driest year on record, if I read the 
statistics correctly, was 1923-’24. 
Despite all those dire statistics, Santa 
Barbara County seems to be in better 
shape than many others. The storage at 
Cachuma Reservoir at the end of April 
(and minus the unusual June rain that hit 
the area) was 170,500 acre feet, com­ 
pared to a 10-year average of 193,200 a.f. 
There are also some other interesting 
statistics. The level of the water surface 
at Cachuma for example is about IO feet 
below normal, a fact that apparently 
won’t have any adverse affect on recrea­ 
tion activity at the lake this year. 
There is another interesting fact that 
stands out in the overall outlook for the 
Lompoc area in particular. The study 
notes that another dry year on top of the 
one just concluded would pose a water 
quality problem: “Lompoc area expects 
an adverse trend in its normally poor 
water quality (Total Dissolved Solids, 
TDS), if the dry period continues.” 
Lompoc Water Commission and the 
Santa Ynez River Water Conservation 
District have been trying for several 
years to get new studies of underground 
quality completed and released for 
general use. 
Running all through the state’s report 
on the drought, is the damaging impact 
on agriculture and the near disaster if it 
continues. “Such an event (a drought 
year in 1976-’77) would cause severe dis­ 
locations of cropping plans and the an­ 
cillary economic relationships.” 
In addition to severe problems that 
another drought year vfould pose for 
cattlemen, because of poor range, 
many crops would be hard pressed, ac­ 
cording to the report. Sugar beets and 


alfalfa which grow in abundance in 
northern Santa Barbara County would be 
hard hit. 
Like the conservation booklet before 
it, the drought booklet is sprinkled with 
admonitions. “It is therefore essential,” 
the authors declare, “that each water 
supply agency develop contingency plans 
to cope with the eventuality of a dry 1977 
and also of a drought of an intensity and 
duration equal to the worst drought that 
has occurred in its service areas.”
